They would lose their jobs 
lf a third party should be successful.” 
But they realize that all phases of 
the progressive sentiment

"LaFollette is not our man. 
He Is 
not a radical, but he is the best we 
can get. 
He can’t throw us over. 
W’e won’t let him. We w ant to unite 
the progressives of 48 states, and We­ 
are willing to bury the hatchet to do 
It. 
"H is denunciation of us was mere­ 
ly a political move. 
He knew he 
would have our support anyway, so 
he refused to cater to u b .” 
Endorsement of LaFollette, prob­ 
ably on Thursday, will he the first 
official 
recognition 
he 
has 
been 
granted as an independent candidate. 
Mahoney said he saw LaFollette 
in W ashington recently and that the 
Wisconsin senator looked favorably 
upon the convention, 
asking 
only 
that it be postponed until after both 
the republican and democratic con­ 
ventions were concluded. 
The communists, led by W. Z. Fos­ 
ter, head of the W orkers Party, are 
not so enthusiastic about LaFollette, 
but they have agreed to endorse him. 
They do not think it would be wise 
to do anything to oppose him. 
Mahoney claims that his conven­ 
tion will represent 31 states 
with 
STI delegates, but he admits that La- 
Follette’s slur against them has rob­ 
bed the convention of a large amount 
of its prestige.

On the contrary, he said, he ex­ 
pects to take an active part in Presi­ 
dent Coolidge’s campaign as member 
of the advisory committee of the re­ 
publican national committee, which, 
he said, "will have the real m anage­ 
ment of tho campaign.” 
Many reports circulated 
around 
the capitol today that Stomp was re­ 
signing immediately. 
Those reports 
were given color by Slemp’s schedul­ 
ed departure for Cincinnati. 
How­ 
ever, he said in his statem ent that 
he was going there to be present at 
an operation upon his cousin, P. W. 
Slemp. 


FARMER-LABORITES 


OUST COMMUNIST PARTY 


St. Paul, June 16.—The communist 
party—attacked so strongly by Sena­ 
tor La Follette—was kicked out of 
the Farmer-Labor third party conven­ 
tion here today on the eve of assembly. 
Organizers of the convention served 
notice upon communist delegates that 
they could not enter the convention 
under the banner of their party. 
All communists, however, as mem­ 
bers of various trade unions, will be 
permitted to participate in the gather-J 


ing if they present credentials from 
their unions. 
This development came after organ­ 
izers had decided that 
La 
Follette 
should lie endorsed as the candidate 
of the “third party” despite his de­ 
nunciation of the convention because 
of communist members. 
The decision to oust the communist 
party as such was taken as a peace 
ottering to La Follette. 
William Z. Foster, he.id of the Work­ 
ers party of America, put up a stiff 
fight against the move in the organi­ 
zation committee, of which he is a 
member. 
William Mahoney, St. Paul lal>orite 
and chairmen of the committee, served 
notice upon Foster that if he wanted 
to gel into the convention at til he 
must conn* in as a representative of a 
trade union. 
"This is a political convention," said 
Mahoney. 
"We represent reform by 
political methods, and we cannot per­ 
mit the organization of any groups 
which does not coincide with this 
principle.” 
The communists indicated they will 
agree to go into the convention under 
the banner of trade unionism. 
They 
have many scattered votes among the 
trade union delegates and they might 
be able to swing more power on the 
convention floor than they could in 
the committee rooms. 
"We represent a political policy, and 
should be permitted to enter the con­ 
vention as communists,” Joseph Man­ 
tel, Chicago, declared.

So far as the American producer is concerned, the competi­ 
tion is as great if the product of 1,000 workmen in Europe is im­ 
ported as it would be if the U lc e r s were imported anil employed 
in American factories. 
In fact, the importation of the products instead of the immi­ 
gration of the labor, is much more injurious to the interests of the 
American workman, 
lf the European Inlayer comes here and 
finds employment, he competes with the American workman, it is 
true, but he soon comes to adopt the American standard of living, 
whereas if he remains in Europe and sells his products here, he 
adheres to the lower European standard of living, find lower 
wages. Moreover, if the laborer comes here he adds to the market 
for American goods and in a measure makes up for competition 
he introduces, whereas, if he remains in Europe and sells his prod­ 
uct here, he is a competitor of I he American workman without 
furnishing any considerable market for other American products. 
All of these facts wine undoubtedly in the minds of delegates 
to the convention of the American Federation of Labor when, in 
1017, they adopted a resolution ordering that “this convention go 
on record in favor of. a policy of industrial preparedness and the 
enactment of laws by Congress that will adequately protect all 
wage earners of our country against loss of employment through 
any invasion of the product of any other nation.” 
It was perfectly obvious to the delegates to that convention 
that loss of employment must result from the ‘‘invasion of the 
product of any other country” if that product could be produced 
here.* It should have been obvious, if it was not, that the invasion 
of our country by one product doubly injures the American pro­ 
ducer, for every dollar’s worth of foreign goods sold here means 
the sending away of a dollar that will circulate in the foreign 
country .mid leave that much less money to pass from hand to 
Jiand here for goods and labor. Every dollar changes hands about 
ten times in a year, so that sending one dollar abroad limits th 
business and industrial activity of this country to the extent of 
about ten dollars per year.

F R 
warm welcome among golfers who participated in the National Open, the ™ 
‘

committees of the Toited States Golf Association and the Professional Loit­ 
ers’ Association of America are casting about for some more satisfactory 
system of weeding out aspirants for the open title. 
A British plan, with te s ts held in two days and tile scores counting for 
the championship proper, has been advocated and is certainly worth a trial. 
This would require a 36-hole layout, hut such sites ar*' available, aud 
certainly some of the complaints heard against the sectional system trf***I 
this year equaled those against the procedure at Skokie in 1922 and Inwood 
in 1923.J 
In tie opinion of a majority of golfers, tile old system worked better than 
this year's; but the old iystem had many faults. 
What is needed Is not so 
much a bow plan, as a good plan. 
'Pile original procedure was to d e v o t e three days to qualifying and two 
days to championship proper. 
This consumed live days, the team match an­ 
other, while, when there was a ti*', as happened ut Inwood, a full week had 
been used up. 
To that must be added the three or four days preceding the Open cham* 
plonship, which the entrants usually devote to practicing on tile course In 
question. 
According to the distance they travel, therefore, lo and even 15 
days are required of many professionals away from their clubs. 
Loss of time, loss of earnings, plus a necessary addition to expenses In 
the fonq 
lintel ami travel hills, caused a demand for a change. 
Hence the 
sectional qualifying plan. 
Another objection to the old system was that with three days devoted to 
qualifying, those who drew starting times for the lirst day had to remain 
around idle for two duys until the championships proper started. 
I Iii? year, therefore, qualifying rounds were played at Worcester and Oak 
la r k . 
Most of those who participated, however, put in un appearance three 
or four days ahead of time, to get accustomed to Hie courses, and many went 
directly to Detroit from their qualifying course, so that more time, if any­ 
thing, was consumed than qndcr the old plan. Tho contestants devoted extra 
days to;getting used to two courses instead of one. 
Moreover, in the matter of railroad tares, expenses proved equally heavy 
for most under the new sectional plan, and for sonic the expense was much 
greater.

GOLFERS ASK CHANGE IN ROLES FOR OPEN

(United Preys Staff Correspondent) 
New York, June IG.—The sectional qualifying idea having had a luke­ 
warm welcome among golfers who participated in the National Open, the 
committees of the United States Golf Association and the Professional Golf­ 
ers' Association of America are casting about for some more satisfactory 
system of weeding out aspirants for the open title. 
A British plan, with tests held in two days and the scores counting for 
the championship proper, has been advocated and is certainly worth a trial. 
This would require a 36-hole layout, but such sites are available, and 
certainly some of the complaints lieu rd against the sectional system tried 
this year equaled those against the procedure at Skokie in 1922 and Inwood 
in 1923.I 
In tie opinion of a majority of golfers, the old system worked better than 
this year’s; but the old System had many faults. 
What is needed is not so 
much a liew plan, as a good plan. 
The original procedure was to devote three days to qualifying and two 
days to (Championship proper. 
This consumed Ii vt* days, the team match .an­ 
other, while, when there was a tie, as happened at Inwood, a full week had 
been used up. 
To that must be added the three or four days preceding the open cham­ 
pionship^ which the entrants usually devote to practicing on the course in 
question. 
According to the distance they travel, therefore. IO and even 15 
days are required of many professionals away from their clubs. 
Loss of time, loss of earnings, plus ti necessary addition to expenses in 
the foriq of hotel and travel bills, caused ti demand for a change. Hence the 
sectional qualifying plan. 
Another objection to tilt' old system was that with three days devoted to 
qualifying, those who drew starting times for the first day had to remain 
around idle for two days until the championships proper started. 
I hi? year, therefore, qualifying rounds were played at Worcester and Oak 
Park. 
Most of those who participated, however, put in un appearance three 
or four days ahead of time, to get accustomed to the courses, and many went 
directly to Detroit from their qualifying course, so that more time, if any­ 
thing, Was consumed than under the old plan. The contestants devoted extra 
days to'getting used to two courses instead of one. 
Moreover, in the matter of railroad lares, expenses proved equally heavy 
for most under the new sectional plan. and for some the expense was much 
greater.
